FIRST CONTRACTS AWARDED 

Canada's Air Mail Service Will 
Eventually Cover Dominion 
The nucleus of a transcontinental 
aerial mall service Is being estab¬ 
lished by Canada with the awarding 
of contracts for four important mail 
services. Eventually letters will cross 
the country from Halifax to Vancou¬ 
ver in 36 hours by aeroplane, instead 
of in live days by railway as at pres¬ 
ent. 

The contracts now entered into 
provide for a service between Father 
Point and Montreal and Ottawa, an¬ 
other service of four trips per week 
between Montreal and Toronto, and 
all year-round service between Mon¬ 
treal and Albany, N.Y., to connect 
with the United States Transcontin¬ 
ental Air Service. The total cost will 
be $201,150.

"The air force stations at Lac du

One Inch Mean* D\cr 113 tons Of 
Water To the Acre 

You have often seen the statement 
thut the rainfall during the past week 
has been so many inches. Do you have 
an adequate idea of what this means? 
Few people have. 

You read In tho weather bulletins 
that two or three inches of rain some¬ 
times fall in a day, but these figure* 
really convey very little Information, 
and give no idea at all of the prodig¬ 
ality of nature. 

An acre contains 0.277,610 square 
inches of surface, and an inch of rain 
means, therefore, the same number 
of cubic inches of water. A gallon 
contains 27,727 cubic Inches of water, 
and an inch of rainfall means 22,022 
gallons to the acre, and, as a gallon 
of water weighs 101 lbs., the rainfall 
on an acre is 226.220 lbs. Counting 
2,000 lbs. to the ton, an inch of rain 
means over 113 tons per acre. 


New Wheat Pool Klcvator At Fort 
William Will Bo Most Modern 
For the Continent

structure of Pool Terminal No. 7,

This new terminal elevator, which 
Is being built by the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool, will be the most modern 
and the fastest terminal grain eleva¬ 
tor on the North American continent, 
according to C. D. Howe, of C. D. 
Howe & Co., cnosultlng engineers, 
Port Arthur. It will have two stor¬ 
ages of 3,000,000 bushels each, in ad¬ 
dition to a work house with a capa¬ 
city of 900,000 bushels, and it will be 
able to take delivery of 390 cars of 
grain in ten hours, or 500 cars per 
day during the rush season.

Jasper National Park, which will 
bo visited by the members of the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers Asso¬ 
ciation at the completion of their an¬ 
nual convention at Edmonton this 
year, is Canada's largest nnd iinest 
game sanctuary. Within its 5,300 
square miles, guns and hunting dogs 
arc forbidden, and he who would hunt 
bears, deer, mountain sheep, moun¬ 
tain goats or other animals must do 
so with the camera as his weapon. 
And there is as much thrill in bring¬ 
ing home a good snapshot of a hear 
or a deer, as there is in bringing home 
the skin or head of such a trophy. 

There are 20,000 mountain sheep 
and an equal number of doer in Jas¬ 
per National Park, according to an 
estimate made by J. B. Harkln, Com¬ 
missioner of National Parks, in his 
annual report. Dealing with wild life 
in th% park, Mr. Harkin states: 

Wild life generally is Increasing 
rapidly and all animals seen were in 
good condition. From the observations 
of the warden staff, it Is estimated 
that there are between 800 Rnd 1,000 
elk in the park. Herds numbering as 
many as 70 and 100 have been seen 
in the vicinity of Cabin Creek.

rinns for the federal district com¬ 
mission for the beautitlcation of the 
city of Ottawa were laid before the 
House of Commons by Premier Mac-] 
kenzie King. 

The bill, a Government measure, 
proposes: 

1— To reduce from $250,000 to 
$200,000 the annual amount Granted 
to the Ottawa federal district com¬ 
mission. 

2— A further expenditure of $3,000,- 
000 for expropriations of the Russell 
House property. 

The plan sketch maps were dis¬ 
tributed among members that they 
might better follow' the scheme—Is 
to create a large park in the centre 
of Ottawa, opening up the approach¬ 
es to Parliament Hill. 

A feature of the park scheme is a 
large circular space, after the style 
of Piccadilly Circus in London, around 
which one-way traffic will move. The 
centre of the space will be the heart 
of the capitol. There, in all prababil- 
ity, the national war memorial will 
be erected. 

"A country is known among the 
citizens of the world by its capital," 
said Mr. King. The capital of Can¬ 
ada should be second to none in the 
British Empire. The various pro¬ 
vincial capitals were a credit to their 
provinces, and it should be remem¬ 
bered, he added, that Ottawa was the 
federal capital for all the provinces.

Regina. Realizing tho necessity of 
maintaining uniformity in the stan¬ 
dard of pool wheat, the directors of 
the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool have 
been actively investigating ways and 
menus of encouraging the production 
of fewer and better varieties in tlie 
province and have actively associated 
themselves with tho promotion of a 
zoning system. 

"One of the factors making for 
lack’ of uniformity," said a Wheat 
Pool official, "la the great increase 
in wheat varieties that has developed I 
since thc introduction of Marquis in 
1903. It is tiue that great advances 
have been made in the production of, 
wheat by cross breeding and selection 
by different agencies such as expert- ( 
mental farms and prominent seed 
growers, but with no restriction on 
the number of varieties licensed the. 
result has been that a large number 
of varieties have been produced, not 
all of Which have proved superior to 
thc existing varieties. 

"In many cases tlie new wheat va- 
rleties aro higher yielding or have 
greater lust resistance but are lower 


in milling or baking qualities than 
the previous standard varieties. The 
result of mixing several varieties of 
more or less different characteristics 
has been a steady trend away from 
uniformity in the whole crop. Thc 
fewer thc* varieties the greater tlie 
uniformity. 

"One such recent introduction b 
tlie Vermillion wheat variety, which 
has exceptionally low' milling and. 
baking quality and is in no way su¬ 
perior to other varieties that might 
be used for seed. 

"Dominion and provincial govern¬ 
ment institutions have tested und ex¬ 
perimented with cereal varieties for 
many years, but the results of these 
experiments have sometimes been 
conflicting ciwing to the location of 
the experimental stations m different 
portions of the country where differ¬ 
ent climatic and soil conditions pre¬ 
vail. The lack of co-ordination of ex ¬ 
perimental work between all the sta¬ 
tions concerned has tended to con¬ 
fuse farmers as to what are really 
the most desirable varieties from both 
the production and marketing stand¬ 
point.

500,000 roughly 69,000 are of Nor¬ 
wegian origin. The annual average 
influx of immigrants from Norwegian 
ports is 5,000, the majority travelling 
by Canadian Pacific ships to Quebec 
and Montreal in the summer, and St. 
John, N.B., in the winter. These 
vessels are splendidly equipped for 
this purpose and carry as many as 
900 immigrant passengers at a time, 
considerably exceeding the capacity 
of other lines. 

The settlers travel from Oslo and 
Christiania by the weekly service 
maintained by the Elleman Wilson 
Steamship Line to Hull, across Eng¬ 
land by thc London und North East¬ 
ern Railway, and embark at Liver¬ 
pool. Special C.P.R. trains run from 
Quebec through to Winnipeg for dis¬ 
tribution of the Immigrants through¬ 
out western Canada. 

The Canadian Pacific maintains 
agencies for the service of prospec¬ 
tive Norwegian immigrants at Aales- 
und, Bergen, Oslo, Stavanger and 
Trondbjem. 


By introducing into Canada such 
winter sport talent as that of the Nel¬ 
son brothers in ski-jumping, and oth¬ 
ers in figure skating, Norwegians 
have won much favor and esteem in 
the eyes of Canadians.

Here arc live wedding questions 
which few rouId answer, Bays a wri¬ 
ter in Answers: Why dors a bride 
tvear a veil? Why is rice thrown over 
a bridal eon pie as they leave the 
church? Why is the wedding-ring 
put on the fourth linger of the left 
hand? Why Is. an old shoe thrown 
after a married couple as they drive 
to the station? Why have a wedding- 
cake? 

'Plie veil is but tile continuance of 
the ancient Eastern rule that no man 
save her husband should see a wo¬ 
man's face, and not even he until af¬ 
ter the ceremony. 

The throwing of rice * is another 
Eastern custom. Rice is the staple 
food in the East, and throwing it 
symbolized a wish for plenty. 

The choice of the fourth finger of 
the left hand for the ring is an cld 
custom of pagan Home. It was be¬ 
lieved that a nerve went direct from 
that linger to the heart. 

Shoe-throwing is another Eastern 
custom which we have adopted with 
a slight variation. Originally the 
bride’s father gave on old shoe to the 
bridegroom as a symbol that he sur¬ 
rendered to him his parental right of 
beating his daughter. A shoe or slip- 
no r was the usual instrument ctn- 


More General Interest Is Created 
and Better Results Obtained 

Sheep clubs, wherever established, 
usually become centres of general 
sheep raising activity. Youthful mem¬ 
bers bring enthusiasm Into their new 
enterprise, and as a result of their 
well directed efforts succeed in their 
undertaking. These clubs, organized 
by government sheep promoters, fed¬ 
eral and provincial, and assisted In 
getting their foundation stock, tiro 
started off on correct lines. An in¬ 
centive is given the members not only 
to make the most of their sheep but 
to spread the information they re¬ 
ceive in their experience and other¬ 
wise, throughout the districts In 
which they live. In the Oakville 
District, in the Province of Manitoba, 
a sheep club has been well establish¬ 
ed. One of its members, Mr. James 
Bartlett, has undertaken to popular¬ 
ize sheep raising by muking public 
his views In nn essay he has prepared 
on "Sheep and Their Care In Mani¬ 
toba." His experience leads him to 
believe that to succeed with cheap 
one must have a natural liking for 
live stock. lie recommends creating 
an intimacy with the members of ids 
flock, which he has learned by exper¬ 
ience will be found profitable in their 
well doing. 

Alter describing the several breeds 
of sheep popular in Canada. Mr 
Bartlett gives advice on starting tbo 
flock. The ewes, he says, can be pur¬ 
chased in August and Septemlicr 
cheaper than at any other time of tlio 
year, ami by buying at that time the 
heavy milking ewes can be picked 
out. The fleece is also sufficiently de¬ 
veloped At that season to help one to 
judge not only of its character but 
of the natural conformation of the 
stock. Mr. Bartlett regards the win¬ 
ter housing as an important feature 
in sheep raising. He recommends giv¬ 
ing the flock shelter from the wind 
und storms but offers a warning 
against close housing which would 
lead the stock to perspire and con¬ 
tract colds. As a general winter feed, 
good hay and straw are recommend¬ 
ed. but towards lambing time a small 
ration of oats will be needed, partic¬ 
ularly for those that arc at all thin 
in condition. A dry bed, opportunity 
for plenty of exercise, and a supply 
of clean water and salt always avail¬ 
able, should bring the flock through 
in line condition to produce vigorous 
i lambs and to nourish them well 


Value Of Scientific Effort As 
Related To Production 

'I he Vancouver Province publishes 
a well-informed and valuable editor¬ 
ial article under the heading "Waste.” 
It deals with wheat, fruit, lumber, 
minerals and fish In each of these 
ciusslflcutiou* of production this 
« unntry has been wasteful either by 
way of actual waste of good material 
or of failure to product the beat of 
which it 13 capable. 

The Province refers to the quan- 
lily of comparatively low grade 
wheat that was grown last season. 

So far ns Canada is raising poor 
v heat when she might raise good 
wheat," the Province says, "she is 
wasting her opportunities and the 
la*n>r of her farmers and is jeopard¬ 
ising her reputation as the grower of 
high-grade gralft." This is quite true 
and this is also the primary reason 
why trained agriculturists in Alberta 
recently promoted a province-wide 
»runpaign for pure seed. It can not 
»*♦• '.aid, nor does The Province sav, 
that it is possible always to grow 
grain of high gra le. Last year prov¬ 
ed this. It was an off year. Late rams 
and early snow affected the quality. 
But, year in and year out, the qual¬ 
ity will be higher il cartful attention 
is paid to sound seed and to the weed 
evil. What greater iaic would mean 
in increased revenue for the farming 
population they can easily estimate 
by comparing the prices received lor 
No. 1 and No. 2 Northern with those 
of No. 3 and the lower grades.

Does Not Seem To Improve the 
Nutritive Value Of Roughage 
The "Sugar Jack” process is a 
method recently put on the market 
for the utilization of dry, coarse and 
unpalatable forage. It is an ensiling 
process in which a so-called "con¬ 
verter,” the Sugar Jack Converter, is 
used to moisten the dry forage before 
it is placed In the press or small silo. 
An experimental investigation of this 
process has been made by the Ani¬ 
mal Husbandry division at the Cen¬ 
tral Experimental Farm and the re¬ 
sults published in n new bulletin en¬ 
titled "The Conversion Of Dry 
Roughage Into a Succulent Feed. 

Analysis of the "Sugar Jack Con¬ 
verter” has shown it to consist large¬ 
ly of common salt plys, slaked lime 
and a little vegetable matter. In fact 
warm water alone, and warm water 
with common salt used to replace the 
Sugar Jack Converter proved to be 
as satisfactory in the processing as 
did the solution of the converter. 
Judging from the results of practical 
feeding tests and from chemical nnd 
bacteriological analysis, Sugar Jack 
processing does not add to or im¬ 
prove the nutritive value of the orig¬ 
inal roughage. In the feeding trials 
the Sugar Jack ration produced con¬ 
siderably less milk than silage nnd 
was much more expensive. The pro¬ 
duction of milk and fat from the con¬ 
sumption of the unprocessed dry 
roughage was equal to that from sim¬ 
ilar roughage processed by the Su¬ 
gar Jack system, and the dry rough- 
age was equally palatable. Besides, 
the Sugar Jack System requires 


Profit Depends To a Large 
Extent On Proper Treatment 
The profit one makes in the rais¬ 
ing of hogs depends to a larger ex¬ 
tent than many suppose on the treat¬ 
ment the litters receive while they 
are quite young. Years of experience 
and scores of cxj*»rlments on the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms have justified the 
conclusion that the character of tho 
feeding and management of the duck¬ 
ing and weaned pig has as grent in¬ 
fluence on the economy of production. 
Circular No. 01, of the Department 
of Agriculture, at Ottawa, recom¬ 
mends teaching the Utter to eat three 
weeks beforo weaning. The use of a 
creep which will admit the little plgn 
but not the mother, is recommended. 
For best results at weaning limes, 
sweet skim milk is regarded as n 
practical necessity, subsequently sour 
skim milk or buttermilk may be 
used. Middlings mixed with milk are 
easily digested and very nourishing. 
It is recommended also to scatter a 
few handfuls of dry grain from time 
to time in the bedding. This ensures 
the little pigs taking exercise in 
hunting up the kernels. Over-feeding 
is a frequent cause of ill-health nnd 
stunting. If Uvo litters a year are to 
be raised it may be necessary to wean 
the pigs at six weeks of age, but Jf 
the litters are more widely distribut¬ 
ed they should not be taken from 
their mothers until they are two 
months old. This circular, written by 
Mr. G. B. Kothwell, the Dominion 
Animal Husbandman, and his assist¬ 
ant, Mr. W. G. Dunsraoro, which is 
available at the Publications Branch 
of the Department, recommends ideal 
rations not only for the weanlings 
but for all classes of hogs. It also 
gives very helpful advice on how to 
avoid or overcome ill health • 


More Than 7,000 Miles lliillt With 
Dominion Subsidy Since 1010 

Virtual completion of Onnada’a road 
building programme, begun in 1010, 
was accomplished in 1927, according 
to the recently published annual re¬ 
port of the Commissioner of High¬ 
ways. Co-operation between the fed¬ 
eral and Provincial governments of 
Canada, given under the Canada 
Highways Act. made possible the 
successful carrying out of the road 
programme. 

Up to the end of March. 1027, 7,430 
miles had been completed out of a to¬ 
tal of 8.415 provided under the jjgree- 
ment. This mileage was constructed 
under the provisions governing tne 
federal subsidy whereby the Dominion 
Government undertook to furnish 40 
per cent, of the cost, the provinces 
taking care of tlie remaining 00 per 
cent. Tho federal appropriation 
amounted to $20,000,000 and the esti¬ 
mated cost of the highways was $48,- 
990.702. Of this the federal govern¬ 
ment in March, last, had provided 
$18,775,602 out of an estimated Do¬ 
minion aid of $19,506,388. 

All provinces moved eagerly to 
lake advantage of the grant nnd co¬ 
operated up to the full extent so that 
the accuring benefits are spread gen¬ 
erally over the Dominion. The total 
amounts received by Uie provinces 
are: Prince Ecbvard Island. $G03,455; 
Nova Scotia. $1,468,720: New Bruns¬ 
wick. $1,103,845, Quebec, $4,718,120; 
Ontario, $5,824,005; Manitoba, 51,- 
345,219; Saskatchewan, $1,684,394; 
Alberta, $685,589. and British Colum¬ 
bia. $1,251,955.

An Essential For Good Butter 


Caro Of Cream Is a Most Important 

Factor 

Without a fine quality of cream it 
is irupossilrie to make a good class 
of butter. Not only must it be pro¬ 
duced from healthy, properly fed 
cows, but it must be cured for so as 
to preserve it in line condition. The 
production and cure of cream in¬ 
volves many considerations that are 
systematically and clearly presented 
in Pamphlet No. 37, of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa on 
‘•Tlie Care of Cream For Bultermuk- 
ing.” Tills circular enumerated the 
various causes of ill-flavored cream 
and tells how this may be avoided 
when the delivery or cream by the 
patrons is done only twice a week, it 
is recommended that it must be kept 
down to at least 48 degrees, requir¬ 
ing tile use of ice. The circular urges 
upon the creamery owner to see that 
his equipment is such that the cream 
is handled in tlie most efficient way, 
that the testing is done accurately, 
and that the creamery Itself is a 
model of cleanliness und u standing 
object lesson to the patrons.
